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Colleges of Further Education 


THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION have issued a third edition 
of Bulletin No. 5 on New Colleges of Further Education 
which was originally published in August, 1951. It is 
natural that a third edition should have been found neces- 
sary in order to include revisions arising out of the 
increasing experience in this field. Nevertheless, this can 
only be regarded as an interim measure, as the whole of 
Section V, ‘ Design,’ remains unrevised until the fruits of 
experience are available from a project to be undertaken 
by the Development Group at the Ministry. 

These revisions are a further expression of the Ministry’s 
successful policy in pursuing economies through a closer 
examination of requirements—a policy which in Primary 
and Secondary schools, as is well known, has resulted in 
the rising costs of school building being kept well below 
corresponding rising national building costs. From the 
architect’s point of view, it is significant that educationists 
and administrators are advised to consult the architect 
during the compilation of the schedule of accommodation, 
in order to make use of the architect’s experience, rather 
than to present to him a hard and fast brief which would 
be difficult to amend later. Likewise, a carrot is offered 
to the architect in that economies in planning circulation 
areas need not be added to teaching areas, which are 
already scheduled at their right size but can either be 


used in improving the general standard of building or in 
adding to communal spaces. 

It is, perhaps, in administrative and communal areas 
that the bulletin sees the greatest need for clear thinking 
at the present time. Warnings are given against the habit 
of including assembly halls, gymnasia, and the like, in 
schedules of accommodation simply because they have 
always been so included. Emphasis is placed on the need 
to analyse very carefully the different requirements of each 
college and its different users. This applies, for instance, 
in the case of provision for drama, where it is suggested 
that a hall seating, say, 200-300 persons may be of greater 
value than the normal larger size of hall, and at the same 
time would not make unfair demands on the limited 
accommodation available for the students’ own recreation 
for the sake of serving the community at large. The same 
thinking is evident in considering the assembly of large 
numbers of students on a relatively few occasions, such 
as a prize-day, and it is suggested that it might be prefer- 
able to hold such functions outside the college. Likewise, 
in considering the case of physical education and games, 
the suggestion is made that a larger area in a ‘ dutch barn ’ 
type of building built to more spartan standards without 
heating, etc., may be preferable to the usual type of gym- 
nasium. In general, however, within the total allowance

for communal areas, education authorities and their archi- 
tects are encouraged to plan with as much freedom as 
possible. 


From the revisions on the educational side, there is 
evidence of greater emphasis on higher technology and 
research, and it is significant that libraries are now treated 
as forming part of teaching rather than communal accom- 
modation. A new feature in deciding the details of teach- 
ing accommodation to be provided, which must necessarily 
vary considerably between different colleges, is the recom- 
mendation of a room-loading exercise, which should be 
carried out in some detail in order to extract the maximum 
advantage out of each space provided. 


Detailed recommendations show evidence of fruits of 
experience. For instance, the areas of some teaching 
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accommodation are determined by equipment rather than 
numbers using them; more generous areas are provided for 
dining rooms and kitchens; lifts are considered in greater 
detail, not forgetting provision for invalid or crippled 
passengers; accommodation for wet clothing is mentioned; 
the problems of boiler houses in early stages of develop- 
ment are recognised; the likely demand for playing fields; 
and even, although perhaps mentioned rather indirectly, 
the provision of parking space for students’ cars. 

In sum, therefore, it can be said that this further edition 
of a valuable bulletin shows greater realism in outlining 
the problems and a greater study of the possible econo- 
mies in solving them. It remains to add in the next edition 
the benefit of the architect’s experience in designing what 
is one of the most complicated types of building with 
which he is called upon to deal. 


The Caravan Problem 


THERE ARE 150,000 people, not gypsies or vagrants, living 
in caravan homes in England and Wales, according to a 
fact-finding investigation conducted at the request of the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government by Sir Arton 
Wilson, KBE, CB, formerly Permanent Secretary of the 
Minister of Pensions. The problem presented is 
thoroughly explored in his report, recently issued by the 
Ministry.* There are about 13,000 plots of land with 
caravans on them, some 10,000 occupied only by single 
vans or pairs, the remaining 3,000 consisting of multiple 
sites accommodating anything from three to 300 caravans 
each. They are concentrated mainly in rural or semi-rural 
areas close to the more rapidly expanding industrial 
centres, particularly Greater London, but there are many 
in favoured retirement districts. 

A small minority of sites are well located, attractive 
and well organised, a small minority unpleasant, insani- 
tary and ill-run, while the rest leave something to be 
desired as a physical and social environment for people's 


homes. Of the 60,000 residential caravans about 38,000 
are on sites for which planning permission, usually with 
conditions, has been given; about 12,000 have ‘ existing 
use’ rights; and about 10,000 are on sites which are 
apparently located or operated in contravention of the 
Town and Country Planning Act. 


It is significant that most of the caravan dwellers (about 
80 per cent) hope one day to move into houses or flats, 
and live in caravans because they cannot get dwellings 
in the right places or on the right terms, or because of 
their cheapness, convenience or mobility. Part of the 
answer to this problem is obviously to build more houses. 
In the meantime, it is clear from this report that, in the 
interests of public health and planning, the local authori- 
ties’ powers of control and enforcement need to be con- 
siderably strengthened.

Architects for Hospitals; Civil Engineering Wages;

Architects for Hospitals 


MODESTY PERHAPS has been responsible 
for a lack of support of the view eXpressed 
by Mr. S. W. Milburn (‘ The Builder’ of 
December 11) that the Minister of Health, 
in formulating his programme of new hos- 
pital building, might well encourage 
regional hospital boards to engage the 
services of architects in private practice 
instead of seeking to build up the staffs 
of the boards themselves. It would be 
easy to give the names of a dozen or 
more private firms with considerable 
experience in hospital design and fully 
capable of carrying through the largest 
projects. Why, then, expand the staffs 
of the regional boards, probably at the 
expense of those in private practice? 
We now put forward the suggestion 
that the Minister of Health should con- 
sider compiling a panel of private firms 
who have had experience in hospital work 
with, additionally, some new firms which 
have a good record in post-war design of 
a general nature; these architects might 


well attend an extended course which 
could be arranged jointly by the Ministry 
and the Nuffield Foundation so that they 
could be brought up-to-date with plan- 
ning ideas current both at home and 
abroad. This might prove the best way 
both of bringing new thought into the 
hospital planning field and of supplement- 
ing the excellent work being done by the 
regional boards. 


* ° * 


AS MR. MILBURN POINTED OUT, this plan 
was carried out with marked success in 
the school. building programme imme- 
diately after the war. It in no way 
detracts from his argument that the credit 
for building up a panel of private archi- 
tects to supplement official departments 
really belongs to Kent whose then County 
Architect, Mr. Sidney Loweth, worked 
out a scheme of appointment and super- 
visory control that operated economically 
and efficiently. We should like to see 
Mr. Loweth putting the same principles 


into practice as a member of a Regional 
Hospital Board. 


Civil Engineering Wages 

MR. JACK ARMSTRONG, operatives’ secretary 
of the Civil Engineering Construction 
Conciliation Board, takes up (in a letter 
printed on page 936) points made in our 
leading article of December 11. He is 
concerned to say that the advice there 
given to the Federation of Civil Engineer- 
ing Contractors (the employers’ side of 
the Conciliation Board), that they should 
not in the interests of the building public 
get out of step with the hours and wages 
agreements negotiated by the National 
Joint Council for the Building Industry, 
is gratuitous as the CECCB and the NJC 
‘are two distinct bodies dealing with 
two separate and distinct industries.’ 
Separate bodies no doubt, but not 
separate industries; the builders’ labourer 
services both industries, and Mr. Arm- 
strong cannot be unaware that any 
arrangement come to on hours that 
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brings the labourer’s week of 44 hours 
below the parity with the building crafts- 
man already negotiated to take effect in 
October next must be productive of un- 
rest on every building site in Britain. 

Mr. Armstrong speaks of the ‘ interests 
of our industry which warrant a 
shorter working week.’ Is he quite 
candid, knowing well that with hours in 
civil engineering being at present well 
over 50 per week the real effect of a 40- 
hour official week would be an extra four 
hours at overtime rates? We are not 
opposed to any step which improves the 
status of the building worker, but we 
must repeat that such step should be in 
consonance with other parallel agree- 
ments and be taken against the general 
industrial background. 


Exhibition in New York 


IT IS GOOD NEWS that the United King- 
dom is to put on a British Exhibition in 
New York in June next, to which the 
Queen will lend her patronage and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower co-patronage. Simul- 
taneously a British Military Tournament 
and Tattoo will be held, the site for which 
will be Madison Square Garden. The 
exhibition will occupy the Coliseum, 
where the biggest exhibit will be the 
British Government display, to be 
designed by James Gardner and John 
Lansdell, who were associated in the 
interior design of Brussells’ pavilions. 
Their scheme is shown on this page; it 
will house national prestige exhibits and a 
display of British consumer goods and 


engineering products. An English inn is 
also to be reproduced. British Overseas 
Fairs, Ltd., who will be responsible tor 
the Exhibition, are to be congratulated 
on their enterprise. We should like to be 
there to see the result as also to see what 
Mr. Sol Hurok, the American impresario, 
makes of the job of presenting the 
Tattoo. 


Vacancy at Nottingham ? 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE RIBA Certainly gets 
around. Speaking to the members of the 
Notts, Derby and Lincoln Society of 
Architects on December 11, Mr. Spence 
put in a strong word for the appointment 
by the Nottingham Corporation of a City 
Architect. Nottinghamshire County 
Council, he pointed out, had been invited 
to design, through the county architect, 
Mr. W. D. Lacey, the school exhibit at 
the Milan Triennale next year, and he 
hoped that the Corporation would follow 
the county’s example and create an 
official post. 

We shall hope that the corporation will 
now consider the matter; it must be one 
of the few important municipalities that 
has no architect. 


Party at the Ritz 


ARCHITECTS, builders, estate developers 
and others had an opportunity of com- 
paring notes and getting to khow each 
other better under unusually pleasant 
circumstances at the cocktail party given 
by Sir John Burnet, Tait, Wilson and 
Partners at the Ritz Hotel on December 
16, when guests were received by Mr. 
Gordon Tait and other members of this 
long-established firm of architects. 

The party was held on the day that the 
inquiry into the Piccadilly scheme 
opened, which was a lively topic of con- 
versation. Although it might be thought, 
from recent figures of the volume of new 
construction work, that architects and 
builders ‘ have never had it so good,’ the 
Piccadilly inquiry, disregarding the merits 
or otherwise of a particular scheme, 
brought home the nagging and frustrating 
delays that architects and developers stiil 
have to face, in London in particular, 
before their projects can be translated 
into reality on the site. There is no 
doubt that if this much publicised inquiry 
does anything to bring to the attention 
of the authorities the need for speeding 


up the processes involved in obtaining 
permission to build it will not have been 
in vain, whatever immediate other result 
it achieves. However, not even a 172-ft. 
high advertisement could darken spirits 
in the presence of such good company, 
and guests no doubt departed reinforced 
in the belief that difficulties are only there 
to be overcome. 


National Buildings Record 


THE EIGHTEENTH annual report (1958-59) 
of the National Buildings Record states 
that in the past year there was some 
diminution in the number of large and 
important country houses threatened 
with demolition. The number of cases 
appearing in the Agenda of the Advisory 
Committee to the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, however, for the 
most part concerning the smaller build- 
ings of historic and architectural interest, 
which are even more valuable, shows no 
sign of slackening. The policy of recon- 
ditioning old properties is said to be 
steadily gaining ground and ‘ wherever 
practicable it deserves strong support.’ 

The report includes photographic illus- 
trations of several fine buildings 
unhappily demolished during the past 
year, among them an early eighteenth- 
century house in Bath, Shavington Hall, 
Shropshire (dating from 1685), and Holy- 
rood House, Spalding, Lincs (part Tudor, 
part Georgian), as well as some charming 
groups of old cottages threatened with 
demolition in various parts of the 
country. The number of accessions 
received by the NBR in the past year was 
10,149 items, bringing the total of its 
collections up to 500,906. The report is 
issued from 31 Chester-terrace, Regent's 
Park, London, NWI.

THIS COMPREHENSIVE DEVELOP- 
MENT of the Roman Road area in 
Bethnal Green, forms part of the 
Borough Council’s slum clearance 
programme. The scheme consists 
of 8 blocks containing 112 flats, 
which are accommodated at first 
floor level and upwards. At 
ground level, 6 of the blocks con- 
tain 27 shops, a Public House, 
and a branch Post Office. The 
ground floors of the two remaining 
blocks are occupied by barrow 
stores for the street traders using 
the open market. The incorpora- 
tion of a Market Square in the 
scheme was necessitated primarily 
by the need to remove stall 
holders from Roman Road, which 
was becoming impossibly con- 
gested. Owing to the necessity for 
re-housing people whose shops or 
houses were being demolished, the 
programme was carried out in two 
stages. 


The blocks have a reinforced 
concrete framework with precast 
concrete slab facings on the 
principal elevations, of exposed 
Derbyshire Spar and Cragean 
Green stone. Flank walls are 
faced in. Second London Stocks, 
and infilling walls to access 
balconies are in Uxbridge Flint 
Lime bricks. EJMA _ timber 
windows are used throughout the 
scheme, and generally horizontally 
pivoted to facilitate cleaning. 


Shopfronts were provided by 
the Council for those tenants that 
wished to use them. The fronts 
have terrazzo pilasters and stall 
risers, with simple mahogany 
doors and window frames. 

The Market Place is paved with 


standard hydraulically pressed

overlay. Standings for barrow 
stalls are demarcated by panels of 
exposed aggregate concrete. Sub- 
divisions between the standings 
and surrounding footpaths are 
made with granite sets. The stall 
holders obtain a supply of elec- 
tricity for illumination from 
socket outlets mounted halfway 
up the columns of the electric 
lamp standards. 


There is a district heating and 
hot water scheme which is sup- 
plied from a boiler house situated 
in an adjacent block to the south 
of the scheme (designed by Fry, 
Drew, Drake and Lasdun, archi- 
tects). Radiators are provided in 
the living room and the principal 
bedroom, and a metered hot water 
supply is available to all tenants. 


The first stage was begun 
in 1956, and the second stage was 
completed in July, 1959.

A JOURNEY WHICH BEGINS at Chartres 
and ends at Bordeaux—taking in Tou- 
raine, the Charente Maritime (in part, 
singularly like the Broads country) and 
finally the Dordogne—would have 
interest enough, one might think, with- 
out having thrown in for good measure a 
first sight of one of the finest remaining 
examples of medieval town-planning—the 
‘ bastide ’ towns to the east of Bordeaux. 

We came to Chartres from Paris in one 
of the smart new Diesel trains which 
deposited us and 
our bicycles on 
the platform at 
Chartres in re- 
markably short 
time. The Cathe- 
dral_ itself was 
worth waiting 
fifty years to see; 
no more need be 
said to those who 
know it, for those 
who do not, there 
are hardly words 
to describe the 
jewel-like quality 
of its glass. On 
then to Tours, 
where a good deal 
of not very gooc 
new building is 
rising on sites 
devastated by fire- 
bombs, and  be- 
yond to Richelieu. 
In a_ remarkable 
state of preserva- 
tion, this 17th- 
century little 
walied town 
would seem 
hardly to have 
been touched 
since Martin 
Briggs, also a 
believer in explor- 
ation on bicycle, 
first visited it over 
20 years ago. 
Exquisite in proportion and_ scale, 
Richelieu still holds lessons for the town- 
planner in the relationship of open space 
to building. 

A succession of charming little towns, 
among them Lencléitre (with a superb 
but little known llth-century church), 
St. Maixent and Niort, greeted us on the 
way to our immediate destination— 
Marennes. Marennes has been described 
as a church entirely surrounded by 
oysters, and indeed the little town, which 
looks out to I'Isle d’Oleron and the 
Atlantic, largely lives by, if not on its 
‘ ostreiculture.’ The only notable build- 
ing, the church apart, is the Sous-Prefec- 
ture with its fine doorway. Near by is 
Brouage, medieval centre of the Euro-

pean salt trade round which Richelieu 
hastily flung a stone wall as defence 
against the English. Land reclamation 
has left this interesting town marooned 
amid the marshes. 

En route for the ‘ bastides we passed 
through Cognac (a disappointing town 
given over to the processing, though not 
the distillation, of brandy; perhaps visi- 
tors next year, which sees the bicentenary 
of the House of Hennessy may take a 
different view), Barbezieux, St. Aulais

(where a swim before breakfast in the 
little town’s piscine on the banks of the 
Dronne lent enchantment to the prospect 
of coffee and croissants) and so on to 
Bergerac. Bergerac is a town as charm- 
ing as its name, sitting on a limpid Dor- 
dogne which is crossed by a magnificent 
bridge. Whether the municipality will be 
able to retain the old part of the town, 
steeped in history as in filth, is question- 
able. It is a place for the artist, as for 
the historian. 

Bergerac is not a ‘bastide.’ These 
walled towns, of which originally there 
were a large number, now list about 30, 
though some of them have been largely 
obliterated in subsequent expansions. 
They were built in the 13th century, often

as strongholds by the French or English 
kings, sometimes as a form of property 
speculation by the barons, and peopled 
largely by those who, taking advantage 
of a loosening-up of feudalism in Bor- 
deaux and other cities, sought a more 
free existence; it is - noticeable that 
several bear names such as Villeneuve or 
Villefranche. Another, a little ahead of 
its time and 12-to-the-acre planning, is 
named Sauveterre. But whatever the cir- 


cumstances of their foundation, these

towns have one thing in common: a grid- 
iron plan surrounded save in special cir- 
cumstances (such as Domme, which stands 
or. a hill) by a wall. 

Ste. Foy-la-Grande, the first * bastide * 
that we came to, has an almost square 
plan, with the customary gridiron lay- 
out. The walls have largely disappeared. 
though fragments of them can be found, 
often incorporated as the sides of houses. 
Founded by Alphonse de Poitiers in 1255, 
Ste. Foy’s principal features are the old 
* couverts ’ or arcades which are to north 
and east of the Place de la Mairie. 
Interesting also are the towered houses 
of the Templars, as old as the town itself. 
Westwards, towards Bordeaux, the route 
tc Libourne runs largely along the Dor-

dogne rivér and 
through Castillon. 
Libourne itself is 
an English foun- 
dation built by 
Roger de Ley 
burn, seneschal of 
Guyenne.

(Libourne is a 
centre of the wine 
trade) has caused 
the original plan 
to become largely 
obliterated though 
traces remain. 


These *‘ bastide’ 
towns, historically 
and architectur- 
ally interesting, 
are fully worth a 
visit. The Dor-

‘A Claim to Resist’ 
sIr,—The ‘first leader’ in your issue of 
December 11 calls for serious comment. 
Whilst it is granted that you state * there 
is no wish to prejudice the workers’ 
claims either for a shorter working week 
or for an increase of wage rates,’ this is 
precisely what your leader does; irrespec 
tive of the merit of the claim (which your 
leader writer has not seen), the attempt 
is to condition the mind of the members 
of the Federation of Civil Engineering 
Contractors who, in my opinion, will 
make an objective examination of the 
claim and make their own decision as has 
been done in previous claims. 

The considerations in your leader 
appear to be based entirely upon what the 
NJC for the Building Industry has 
decided on the shorter working week 
issue, and warns against any unilateral 
action on the part of the civil engineering 
industry, because it might ‘ upset existing 
arrangements.’ What are those ‘ existing 
arrangements?’: as Joint Secretary of the 
Civil Engineering Conciliation Board 
perhaps your leader writer will tell me 

Evidently it is not known that the 
NjCs for the Building Indust.y and the 
Civil Engineering Construction Concilia 
tion Board are two distinct and separate 
bodies dealing with two separate and 
distinct industries, and the development 
of the Joint Industrial Agreements has 
not been in accordance with some ‘ exist 
ing arrangements,’ e.g. on March 7, 1951, 
the district classifications of la, 2 and 
2a were eliminated from the wages struc 
ture in the civil engineering industry; the 
districts so classified became reclassified 
to Class 1. This did not happen in the 
building industry. Again, the 44-hour 
week throughout England, Wales and 
Scotland was established in the civil 
engineering industry in 1947; whereas 
this establishment will take place in 
October, 1960, in the building industry. 

The distinction in the wage basis -is 
again quite pronounced. Whereas in the 
building industry the basis is the Grade A 
craftsman’s hourly rate, that of the civil 
engineering industry is based upon the 
Class I navvy’s or labourer’s hourly rate. 

Finally there is a great difference 
between the two employers’ organisations. 
The NFBTE is in the main composed of 
a larger number of small contractors with 
very little mechanisation. The FCEC is 
in the main a small number of large con- 
tractors who have developed the industry 
to the highest degree of mechanisation, 
and the trade unions have at no stage 
resisted that development. 

To that degree, I am of the opinion that 
the members of the FCEC will once again 
make their own decision, based upon the 
merit of the operatives’ claim and in the 
interests of our industry which, in our 
opinion, warrant a shorter working week.

LITTLEMORE SCHOOL provides accom- 
modation for 360 boys and girls, and 
has been designed so that the prac- 
tical block can be shared with an 
existing secondary modern school on 
an adjoining site. 

The plan is compact, resulting in 
short corridor runs. The assembly 
hall and gymnasium are adjacent, and 
can be united for large assemblies by 
means of sliding screens. The dining 
area is a raised platform along two 
sides of the assembly hall. Class- 
rooms are grouped in a four-storey 
block. 

The structure is steel framed, 
with prestressed concrete floor beams 
and timber curtain wall cladding. 
Foundations are continuous concrete 
slabs to ensure even loading on a

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centage of water. The window wall- 
ing is framed in afrormosia, with 
western red cedar cladding backed 
by Stramit and asbestos sheeting. 

The roof structure is somewhat 
unusual in that Canadian type ply- 
wood deck units have been used 
throughout and have proved 
economical and satisfactory in use. 
Each roof unit is the width of one 
plywood sheet, 48 in., and contains 
four joists varying between 6 in. and 
8 in. thick depending upon the span; 
the maximum span for an 8 in. joist 
being 26 ft. The plywood sheets of 
; in, or 4 in. thickness are glued and 
nailed at 2 in. centres on joists. 

Ail softwood was treated with 
Protim. Roofing is in 3-layer felt, 
and all rain water pipes are internal. 
Partitions are 9 in. concrete blocks, 
or timber studding and fibre board 
with glass fibre insulation. Flooring

area, cork tiles in the library, and 
pve tiles elsewhere. Sliding doors 
between hall and gymnasium have a 
welded tee iron framework, mounted 
on ball-bearing trolleys. The gym- 
nasium side is faced with acoustic 
tiles on hardboard and timber stud- 
ding. The assembly hall side has 
wallpaper on fibreboard and stud- 
ding. Each leaf weighs half a ton 
and can be manually operated. 
The heating system is by circulated 
hot air. The main boiler house also 
contains the largest heat exchange 
unit with its attendant fans, and from 
this point hot air is delivered to the 
four-storey block. A further heat 
exchange unit is located beside the 
stage and this heats the assembly 
hall, gymnasium and changing rooms, 
etc. This arrangement permits an 
easier sectional use of the building, 
as one boiler and the heat exchanger 
can provide heat for the hall and the 


corridors leading to it while the rest 
of the heat exchangers are out of 
commission. An underground duct 
takes hot water from the central 
boiler to the practical block which 
has a further heat exchange unit and 
fan, which provides heat to all rooms 
in this block. The system has worked 
very satisfactorily and the noise level 
of the plant is quite tolerable. The 
equipment makes use of oil fuel 
throughout. Water for the kitchen 
and washing purposes is supplied by 
a domestic boiler and a separate 
circuit. 

The contract placed with the 
general contractor was for £99,000 
which gave a nett cost of £220 per 
place, and about £3 Is. per square 
foot. In addition all loose furniture 
was the subject of a separate loan. 
The area per place was 72.78 square 
feet. Consultants for electrical work 
were A. W. Sclater and Son, Ltd.

The Monico Site, Piccadilly Circus 


THE PROPOSED new Piccadilly Circus 
would be about three-quarters the size of 
Trafalgar Square, MR. R. D. STEWART- 
BROWN, Qc, told a public inquiry in Lon- 
don on December 18. It was the third 
day of the inquiry, which’ is being held 
by Mr. C. D. Buchanan for the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Govermuaent. The 
inquiry concerns an application § to 
develop the north side of Piccadilly 
Circus—a site known as the Monico site. 
't was ordered after widespread criticism 
of the plan. 

The project, a structure estimated to 
cost £7m., is put forward by the Legal 
and General Assurance Co. and City 
Centre Properties, Ltd. 

The building would have facilities for 
shops, offices, licensed and _ other 
restaurants, banqueting rooms, show and 
exhibition rooms. A feature of the build- 
ing would be a 170-ft. tower set on a 
podium two floors high covering most of 
the site. It is proposed that there should 
be illuminated advertisements on the 
front of the building. 

MR. STEWART-BROWN, who was opening 
the London County Council case, said 
that the size of the Circus was an impor- 
tant factor to take into account when one 
was considering the scale of the new 
buildings which were going to surround 
it 


He added: ‘An attempt has been made 
to institute a propaganda campaign about 


this matter. I think you will conclude 
that the “ Monster of Piccadilly” is just 
a propaganda stunt as much as the mon- 
ster of Loch Ness.’ 

MR. HUBERT BENNETT, FRIBA, architect to 
the LCC and Superintending Architect of 
Metropolitan Buildings, said that a 
scheme for the Monico site originally sub- 
mitted by the developers was rejected

early in 1958. After that he had discus- 
sions with them and their architects 
about a possible new scheme, and his sug- 
gestions produced changes. 

In December, 1958, the LCC, as plan- 
ning authority, received a new application 
for the Monico site development. 

‘We made our own appreciation of the 
scheme,’ said Mr. Bennett. ‘It was in 
accord with all planning requirements. 
The Royal Fine Art Commission gave 
their considered view that the form of 
the building was acceptable, and the 
Council indicated to the developers that 
it would be prepared to grant permission.’ 

Earlier,on December 18 SIR MILNER HOL- 
LAND, Qc, for the developers, said that he 
intended to call no further evidence. Mr. 
BUCHANAN Said he had hoped that Sir 
Milner would be able to call the architect 
responsible for the design. 

MR. F. ELWYN JONES, QC, MP, represent- 
ing the Civic Trust, intervened to say: ‘I 
share the surprise you (the Inspector) 
have expressed with regard to the deci- 
sion the developers have arrived at. I 
hoped we could come to grips with the 
people who conceived the design of this 
building.’ 

MR. BUCHANAN: ‘ What is the difficulty 
in producing the architect? ’ 

SIR MILNER Said that the original design 
was repected by the planning authority in 
December 1957 and an alternative plan 
was proposed by the authority. It was 
adopted with some modifications. ‘As far 
as the basic idea is concerned, that is 
how it began.’ 

MR. BUCHANAN said he would return to 
the matter and ‘ask you to help out’ if 
he did not feel that the position was made 
absolutely clear by the LCC. 

On December 17, CAPTAIN 
HIGGINS, an illuminant 


CLIFFORD 
consultant, said 


he thought it would be excellent if a 
crane to carry advertising sings on top 
of the building could be search-lit. It 
would be ‘even better’ if it could be 
made to revolve. 

When MR. ELWYN JONES asked if the 
building was * the answer to the illumi- 
nant consultant’s prayer,’ CAPTAIN HIGGINS 
said: * Exactly. I have been waiting for 
it for years.’ 

MR. JONES called the building: ‘ The 
biggest of its kind England has ever seen, 
one of its signs of greatness, the biggest 
aspidistra the world has ever seen, and 
illuminated at that.’ 

CAPTAIN HIGGINS Said, * Yes, 
write songs about it.’ 

When Mr. JONES asked if he agreed that 
the real justification for the building was 
the profit from illuminated advertising, 
CAPTAIN HIGGINS said, * Certainly, it is a 
business proposition.’ 

MR. JONES aSked if he would concede 
the possibility that ordinary people in 
London might not like ‘ the obtrusion of 
your pungent, 60-ft. high advertisements 
of some commodity speakable or unspeak- 
able.’ 

CAPTAIN HIGGINS replied: ‘It would 
not worry me. I can’t concede it. | 
can understand their being worried by 
there being no light.’ 

MR. JONES: ‘Have you considered 
the possibility that such a vast illuminated 
commercial advertisement might be re- 
garded as an affront to many people?’ 

CAPTAIN HIGGINS: ‘I should not think 
so in the least.’ He said he did not think 
it would be ‘ an alarming precedent.’ 

MR. FRANK BOOTH, ARIBA, consultarit 
architect responsible for the external ele- 
vation and design detail of the proposed 
building, said he thought a restaurant ter- 
race from which people could watch life 


you could 
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in the Circus below was one of the most 
important amenities of the development. 

Mr. Booth was asked by MR. ELWYN 
JONES if he was consulted as to whether 
it was possible to ‘marry’ the proposed 
building with the proposed LCC plan for 
redeveloping Piccadilly Circus. 

He replied: ‘I came in when the 
building had been designed and it had 
been designed to fit the site and take its 
place properly in the overall plan. I 
think I might say both the architects and 
the LCC architects worked together as a 
team on this building.’ 

Asked about the problem of the ‘ Pic- 
cadilly pedestrian’ MR. BOOTH said a big 
piece of land had been given over to the 
road, and he thought a 15-ft. wide pave- 
ment outside the building ‘ satisfactory.’ 

To a further question, he said he 
thought that if it was found that ‘ upper 
level pedestrian access’ was required, it 
would not be impossible to put one on the 
proposed building. 

When the inquiry opened on December 
16, SIR HOWARD ROBERTSON P-PRIBA, said 
he thought it would be ‘ quite hopeless’ 
to have an upper level pedestrian pathway 
in Piccadilly Circus, although it was a 
good idea in building a new city. 

He said he had personally wondered 
whether he would not be happier if the 
tower of the proposed building had one 
or two more storeys. ‘It seems to me 
quite a classic conception to place a tower 
on a podium. I think it is nice and I 
think people are going to like it.’ 


View from Buckingham Palace 


Sir Howard said he agreed that 
although advertisements might be appro- 
priate for Piccadilly Circus, they might 
not be too appropriate for the environs 
of Buckingham Palace or St. James’s 
Park. 

Replying to Mr. Elwyn Jones, Sir 
Howard added: ‘I can gather the drift 
of your remarks. Can it be seen from 
Buckingham Palace?’. 

MR. JONES: ‘If it could be seen from 
there would it affect your view of the 
desirability of 170-ft. hoardings?’ 

SIR HOWARD: ‘I think it would in that 
I want to be extremely well advised as to 
what the repercussions might be on the 
Royal Family in Buckingham Palace.’ 

MR. JONES: ‘ Naturally you would be. 
Quite upart from the regard which would 
be paid to the privacy of the Royal 
Family, I suppose the ordinary citizen is 
entitled to a bit of privacy, too?’ 

SIR HOWARD: ‘I don’t know.’ He 
agreed that there were places where 
advertisement hoardings were often gay 
and attractive and others where they 
might be anathema to the scene. 

Earlier in his evidence, Sir Howard, 
when asked how high he thought adver- 
tising hoardings should be, had replied: 
‘ Height unlimited, I would say. As high 
as a tall building might be.’ 

If there were to be high buildings in 
London, he thought there could be a sign 
150 to 200 ft. high *‘ without being terribly 
offensive.’ 

He said that the original scheme was 
quite interesting and that the building 
was the right shape for the site. ‘I 
thought the whole conception was 


ingenious in plan and interesting, with 
great possibilities.’ 

Regarding illuminated signs, he said 
they announced that Piccadilly was a 
gateway to theatreland, and he thought 
there would be a considerable outcry if 
they were removed. 

* They are one of the pleasures of Lon- 
don, especially to the Commonwealth 
and overseas. Even the Americans like 
them.’ 

SIR MILNER HOLLAND, in his opening 
statement, had said that photographs of 
the model of the building, which had had 
wide publicity, had not at all accurately 
represented what was intended. 

The proposal provided for one unitary 
development on a complete island site 


and would provide a very substantial 
addition to car parking facilities. Office 
accommodation in the new building 
would be severely restricted, 

Referring to criticism of the proposed 
building by the Royal Fine Art Commis- 
sion, Sir Milner said, ‘ If, and this seems 
not unlikely, the Royal Fine Art Commis- 
sion have yielded to lobbying or have 
yielded to the apparent unpopularity in 
some quarters—not universal by any 
means—of this building, of which they 
are so conscious that they did not con- 
demn it in February, then I would invite 
the Minister to pay no attention to what 
they have said.’ 

The inquiry was continued on Decem- 
ber 21. 


News of the Week 


RA Winter Exhibition, 1960 

THE THEME of the RA Winter Exhibition 
is the collecting of Italian Art by the 
British from the time of Charles I to 
today. It contains 650 works and is 
the largest and most valuable display to 
have been assembled by the Rcyai 
Academy since the war. The exhibition 
shows the enormous resources of Italian 
art in Britain, which could still not be 
matched by any other country except 
Italy itself. 

The selection has been made by a com- 
mittee which includes Sir Kenneth Clark 
and Professor E. K. Waterhouse. They 
have drawn from public and private col- 
lections throughout Britain. Her Majesty 
The Queen has lent more than 80 works. 

The Italian artists represented range 
in date from the 14th to 18th centuries. 
They include Duccio, Simone Martini, 
Fra Angelico, Botticelli, Leonardo, 
Michelangelo, Raphael, Giovanni Bellini, 
Titian, Tiepolo and most of the other 
leading Masters. 

To provide a fitting background for this 
great accumulation of treasures, all the 
main galleries of the Royal Academy have 
been entirely redecorated. The exhibi- 
tion opens to the public on January 2 and 
closes on March 6.

ARCUK Maintenance Scholarships 

THE ARCHITECTS’ REGISTRATION Council 
of the United Kingdom offer for award 
in June, 1960, certain Maintenance 
Scholarships in Architecture. The 
Scholarships will be renewable from year 
to year until the student has finished his 
or her School training. They will be 
available for Students of British nation- 
ality who could not otherwise afford such 
training to enable them to attend Archi- 
tectural Schools approved by the Council. 
Applications wil] not be considered if no 
steps have been taken by students to 
secure such other assistance as may be 
available. Scholarships will not be 
granted to Students who will be less than 
17 years of age on October 1 of the year 


in which the examination is taken. Par- 
ticulars and forms of application may be 
obtained from The Secretary to the Board 
of Architectural Education, Architects’ 
Registration Council of the United King- 
dom, 68 Portland-place, London, Wl. The 
closing date for the receipt of applications 
is February 1, next. 


Gifts for Commonwealth Institute 


WHEN the architects’ designs for the new 
Commonwealth Institute building, Lon- 
don, were made public last June, mention 
was made that the copper to cover the 
roof would be the gift of the Northern 
Rhodesia Chamber of Mines. The amount 
involved is 25 tons, valued at over £5,000. 

Since this announcement other most 
welcome gestures of a similar kind have 
been made. They are: The free conver- 
sion of the Rhodesian copper into 
49,000 sq. ft. of sheet copper, by the 
Enfield Rolling Mills, Ltd., Middlesex; 
the entire requirement of aluminium (up 
to 20 tons) by Aluminium, Ltd., of 
Canada, through Alcan (UK), Ltd. (value 
nearly £4,000); about 2,000 sq. ft. of 
British Guiana greenheart timber, by the 
Colonial Deveiopment Corporation 
(£400); 40 to 50 tons of vermiculite, by 
the Transvaal Ore Co., South Africa, 
through Mandoval, Ltd., of London 
(£1,500); and 800 sq. ft. of muhuhu tim- 
ber, by Akberali Hassanali, of Mombo, 
Tanganyika. 


A Packetful at Rye 


WHEN, LAST SUMMER, the owner of one of 
Rye’s ancient houses in cobbled Mer- 
maid-street painted the stucco between 
the oak beams a turquoise blue, there 
were loud protests both within and with- 
out the Council chamber. The colour, it 
was held, was quite unsuitable; it should 
have been either off-white or cream. The 
Council, at its September meeting, was 
informed that the owner had painted the 
house without permission, and decided 
that she must submit an application, when 
they would order her to repaint it the 
traditional colour. But the lady insisted 
that she had received permission, and, at 
a recent meeting of the Council, the Town 
Clerk confirmed that a former official of 
the Council had, indeed, told her she 
could go ahead with the painting. 





The Council was told that the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government had 
said that the house, the ‘Old Hospital,’ 
was a building of considerable architec- 
tural and historic interest—it was a hos- 
pital for war-wounded in the days of 
Napoleon—and that turquoise blue was a 
most unsuitable colour. 

The Council decided that the turquoise 
blue may remain for three years, after 
which the Council ‘would have the 
opportunity of requesting the owner to 
consider repainting the building in a more 
appropriate colour.’ 


Surbiton Considers a Dog’s Life 


ALTHOUGH AN APPLICATION was not, in 
this case, necessary, members of Surbiton 
Council discussed a proposed new home 
for a dog, on December 14. The build- 
ings and town planning committee had 
earlier assessed the plans for suitable 
accommodation for the dog. The kennel 
was of brick, 6 ft. by 11 ft., and it had 
a window. It was recommended that the 
application be approved and the council 
gave its consent after members had satis- 
fied themselves that the dog’s creature 
comforts were also catered for. 

Clir. W. S. Mutimer needed to be 
assured on several points in this connec- 
tion. For example, he wished to know 
that the committee was satisfied on avail- 
able amenities such as the number of 
trees in the vicinity. Ald. G. W. Dew, 
chairman of the buildings and town plan- 
ning committee, gave every assurance on 
these questions. 


H. L. Childe Retires 


THE HIGH ESTEEM in which Mr. H. L. 
Childe is held by the reinforced concrete 
engineering world and by his colleagues 
of the technical Press was made clear 
when a representative gathering of his 
friends met in the Café Royal on 
December 17 to mark his retirement after 
38 years as managing editor of Concrete 
Publications, Ltd. Particular points made 
by the company included references to 
Mr. Childe’s outstanding ability as an 
editor and to the complete integrity 
which had been a characteristic of his 
professional life. Mr. Frederick Snow, 
CBE, who took the chair, referred 
especially to the humanity which Mr. 
Childe had always displayed, particularly 
in the help he gave to young men, while 
other speakers stressed the contribution 
he had made to British contracting over- 
seas through the hundreds of thousands 
of technical books produced by him and 
sold in every country in the world. We 
join in wishing Mr. Childe a long, happy 
and busy retirement.

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Architects’ Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom 


Advertising Contrary to the Code of Professional Conduct 


THE 111TH ORDINARY general meeting of 
the Architects’ Registration Council of 
the United Kingdom was held at 66 Port- 
land-place, Wl, on December 16, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Howard V. 
Lobb, CBE, FRIBA. 

The Admission Committee recom- 
mended that 183 applicants be admitted 
t» the register. Of these 176 qualified by 
examination under section 6(1)(c) of the 
Principal Act, 2 qualified under section 
6(1\d) and under regulation 26(a)(3), and 
5 qualified under section 6(1)(d) and 
under regulation 26(a)4). Of the 36 
applications under regulation 26(b), 10 
were admitted, 25 rejected and 1 was 
withdrawn. The committee’s recom- 
mendations were duly adopted. 

The report of the Board of Architec- 
tural Education, which was carried, 
recommended that the panel of examiners 
for 1960 be comprised of Mr. R. E. 
Enthoven, FRIBA, chairman, Mr. F. F. S. 
Bryson, Dr. E. S. Martin, Dr. G. I. Sin- 


clair, and Mr. H. Lidbetter, FRIBA. The 
Board also recommended that, as in 1959, 
an upper income limit of £2,250, with 
£300 allowance in respect of each depen- 
dant, excluding the candidate be adopted 
in dealing with applications received for 
admission to the 1960 maintenance 
scholarship examination. 

The Professional Purposes Committee 
reported that within recent months their 
attention had been drawn to a number 
o! advertisements, published in the lay 
Press, in which building sites were offered 
for sale by architects on behalf of their 
clients. In these notices, persons 
interested were asked to apply to the 
architects, whose names, professional 
affixes, and office address were printed. 
The Committee wished to remind practis- 
ing architects that such advertisements, 
whether inserted by themselves or by 
their clients were contrary to the Code 
2nd injurious to the standards of the pro- 
fession. 


Training Courses in Concrete 
Cement and Concrete Association's Programme, 1960 


BECAUSE they have been over-subscribed, 
the Cement and Concrete Association 
have decided to double the number of 
their training courses to be held at Wex- 
ham Springs, Bucks, in 1960, it was 
announced at a luncheon to the technical 
Press given by the Association, in 
London, on November 16. 

The courses have become widely 
known among engineering firms and local 
authorities during the ten years that they 
have been held. More recently their 
range has been extended to subjects of 
special interest to architects as well. 

The courses are designed to help prac- 
tising engineers to keep abreast of the 
latest developments in concrete design 
and construction techniques, and the new 
and constantly developing uses of con- 
crete. They give architects a fuller know- 
ledge of the possibilities of the material, 
both structurally and as a finish, and they 
have been immensely valuable in widen- 
ing and bringing up to date the practical 
and theoretical knowledge of supervisors 
and foremen. Doubling the number of 
courses will enable the Association to 
include in one year’s session courses for 
various groups who previously had only 
one course in two or three years. 

The courses last 44 days, participants 
starting work on Monday morning, and 
finishing after lunch on Friday. Prospec- 
tuses and application forms from the 
Cement and Concrete Association, 52 
Grosvenor-gardens, London, SWI.

The Final Report of the 
Centra/ Land Board 


Twelve Disputed Cases 


A REPORT on the work of the Central Land 
Board for the year 1958/59 has been pub- 
lished as a White Paper by the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government 
(Cmd 908, HMSO, price 9d.). This com- 
pletes a series of annual reports published 
by the Board, which was dissolved on 
April 1. Its remaining functions in 
England and Wales were transferred to 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, and in Scotland to the 
Secretary of State. 


The report shows that 116,738 applica- 
tions for payment were made to the 
Board under Part | of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1954. Of these, 
31,502 were found to be ineffective. Pay- 
ments totalling £64,015,495, including 
interest, were made to 79,190 applicants. 
Nil payments were determined in 5,244 
cases, and in 253 cases payments amount- 
ing to £118,324 were wholly set off 
against payments due to the Board. 


In England and Wales 12 appeals 
against the Board's decisions were made 
to the Lands Tribunal, bringing the total 
up to 654 since the 1954 Act began to 
operate. 557 of these were withdrawn, 
and of the remainder 81 were dismissed 
and 10 allowed. There were no disputed 
cases in Scotland during the year. Certi- 
ficates of the unexpended balance of 
established development value issued in 
England and Wales under section 48 (1) 
of the 1954 Act, amounted to 2,069, and 
749 were issued under section 48 (2) to 
public authorities acquiring land under 
compulsory purchase powers. For Scot- 
land the corresponding figures were 21 
and 4. 


It was the Board’s duty to collect from 
public authorities, in respect of acquisi- 
tions of land before January 1, 1955, 
certain Part I payments made by the 
Board to the persons from whom the land 
was acquired. In 1958/59 £865,112 (in- 
cluding £31,121 in Scotland) was 
collected. This brings the total amount 
recovered to £15,213,734. The work of 
collecting development charges on 
development begun before November 18, 
1952, continued and from the beginning 
of operation of the 1947 Act (July 1, 
1948) until March 31, 1959, the amount 
received in cash or set off against claims 
was £26,146,272. 
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North Western Educational Association 
The New Structure of the City and Guilds of London Courses 


NEARLY FIFTY MEMBERS of the North 
Western Educational Association for the 
Building Industry were present on 
November 14 at Bolton Technical College 
to hear Mr. R. E. Costain, TD, FIOB, 
and HMI Mr. B. C. G. Stevens open the 
symposium on the new City and Guild 
Building Craft Courses. MR. STEVENS 
gave a very comprehensive outline of the 
scheme and warned those present that 
just as the flow of traffic on the roads is 
often impeded while repairs are in pro- 
gress, so the process of revision of the 
courses would involve difficulties for all 
concerned. It was hoped that the new 
craft certificate, to be taken after three 
years of study, would be recognised more 
generally than the old Intermediate Cer- 
tificate. The new structure was intended 
to step up the level of achievement of the 
average apprentice and to provide a 
straight road for the craftsman which 
would take him further in his own line 
without the need to retrace his tracks via 
the National Certificates in Building. 

It was also hoped, said Mr. Stevens, 
that the new full technological certifi- 
cate would provide direct entry into the 
first year of the Higher National Certifi- 
cate Course. He then suggested that the 
meeting might consider the problems aris- 
ing out of the initial stages of these 
courses under the main headings of 
Organisation and Teaching. He also sug- 
gested that certain advanced courses 
might be suitable for treatment on a cyclic 
basis without the necessity for progres- 
sive study. 


MR. W. G. THORPE (in the _ chair), 
referring to the Foremanship aspects of 
the City and Guild structure, pointed out 
that the essential qualities of leadership 
were usually evident reasonably early in 
a boy’s career and that employers might 
find an unbalance in the industry if all 
entrants to building trades were of a high 
academic standard. Large numbers were 
still required to work on the tools. An 
interesting discussion followed and it was 
clearly pointed out that the ‘average’ 
apprentice should obtain the new craft 
certificate by the age of 18 while nearly 
all should obtain it before they complete 
their apprenticeship. It was suggested 
that even if they were not very good at 
reading and writing the industry would 
know they were craftsmen if they 
obtained the craft certificate. 

MR. COSTAIN (President of the Liverpool 
Regional Federation of Building Trades 
Employers) then presented the employers’ 
view of the new structure. He was quite 
sure that recognition of the new certifi- 
cate would be forthcoming in future. One 
of the difficulties facing both employers 
and teachers was the fact that boys 
largely looked upon the building industry 
as a last resort. The intake had recently 
declined to the stage where it is now pro- 
ducing insufficient craftsmen. With a 
minimum requirement of 15,000 or even 
20,000 new entrants each year the present 
intake was 7,000. This would present 
difficulties when work expanded. 

Too much emphasis was placed by cer- 
tain employers on the cost to industry of 


Housing in USA 


New Federal Standards 


THE FEDERAL HOUSING ADMINISTRATION in 
Washington has this year issued new 
Minimum Property Standards. These re- 
place the 23 different standards which 
applied to different parts of the United 
States. Other features of the new 
standards (MPS's) are: 

For the first time, all FHA standards 
~including material formerly contained 
in separate bulletins or determined by 
field office rulings—are compiled in one 
place. 

Where unusual conditions of climate 
or geography make some variation neces- 
sary, a ‘local acceptable standard’ for a 
field office jurisdiction may be established 
with approval from FHA Washington 
headquarters. 

The emphasis is on standards of per- 
formance rather than on methods. This 
gives builders greater freedom in design 
and construction. 

The new standards are spelled out in 
detail, in plain, direct language. Illustra- 
tions are used where they can convey the 
meaning better than words. 

Recognised standards developed 
through research and composite judgment 
are made part of the new MPS’s. 

Builders who operate in several! states 
and the manufacturers of prefabricated 


houses will now have a single set of stan- 
dards to work with. 

The new standards are the first major 
overhaul in 25 years. Of them the FHA 
says: 

‘Although the Minimum Property Stan- 
dards are entirely new and written from 
a different point of view, they represent 
no sweeping changes from the old MPR’s. 
Their great value is in being up-to-date, 
consistent throughout the country, clear, 
detailed and specific.’ 

Some examples of the new approach 
are: 

‘Minimum lot size is not specified. It 
is determined by the area needed for the 
house, laundry yard, building setback, 
light ventilation, and other considera- 
tions. As long as provision for these is 
adequate, the house may be placed any- 
where on the lot. 

‘Bedroom sizes are more flexible. An 
overall area of 280 square feet, for 
example, is specified for a three-bedroom 
house—the smallest bedroom to have at 
least 80 square feet. 

‘Ceilings may be dropped from 7 ft. 
to 6 ft. 9 in. in the basement and from 
7 ft. 6in. to 6 ft. 8 in. in halls and baths. 
Other ceilings may vary to a total room 
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technical college training. Mr. Costain 
pointed out that this was almost 
negligible when compared to the latent 
costs incurred with a shrinking labour 
force. The cost was, in fact, only 0.18 
per cent of the total turnover of the 
industry. The Government should realise 
that the building industry, faced far too 
often with peaks and dales, should be 
protected. Greater interest by employers 
in training problems was essential and the 
new craft certificate should be a step 
towards promotion. The unions also 
needed an increased awareness to the 
needs of the craftsmen they represent. 
They were opposed to merit payments 
although these are not unknown in the 
industry. 


Discussion 


In the discussion which followed it was 
clear that most of the speakers agreed 
that the widespread ignorance of the 
need to take on and train apprentices and 
the methods and facilities available for 
this training was deplorable. MR. HALL, 
Principal of Warrington Technical Col- 
lege, wondered whether the technical col- 
leges were only acting as selectors for 
higher grades, but MR. STEVENS and MR 
MACQUEEN (Liverpool College of Building) 
pointed out that while the colleges might 
be unconsciously sifting out students by 
means of normal wastage processes, there 
would be plenty of craftsmen going for- 
ward to take on supervisory jobs if 
recruitment were _ satisfactory. The 
industry had had to recruit through 
general building, and other professions. 
er semi-professional sources, because of 
the shortage of properly apprenticed and 
trained craftsmen. 


average of 7 ft. 6 in. The MPR’s re- 
quired a minimum of 7 ft.

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The Week in Parliament 
By Our Own Correspondent 


THE HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT adjourned for 
the Christmas recess on December 17 and 
will resume sittings on Tuesday, January 
26, 1960. On Thursday of that week 
MPs will debate the Payment of Wages 
Bill. 


The Offices Bill 


AMID MUCH Opposition jubilation, the 
Offices Bill, a private member’s measure, 
was given a second reading against 
Government advice on December 11. The 
measure, which provides statutory mini- 
mum standards of conditions of employ- 
ment for those working in offices, was 
stated by one MP to be the sixteenth 
Bill within 36 years designed to remedy 
what could only be described as a ‘ scan- 
dalous condition of affairs.’ 

The need for extending existing legis- 
lation to cover unprotected categories 
was considered by the Government Com- 
mittee of inquiry into health, safety and 
welfare in non-industrial employment, set 
up in January, 1946. This committee 
reported in March, 1949 and made recom- 
mendations which included proposals for 
providing statutory provisions for those 
employed in offices. 

The first clause of the Offices Bill pro- 
vides that the Home Secretary should 
n‘ake regulations specifying the standards 
as to structure, arrangement and opera- 
tion to be applied in offices for the protec- 
tion of the health, safety and welfare of 
people employed there and in particular 
for: 

(a) Sufficient and suitable facilities for 
conveniences; 

(b) Adequate and suitable facilities for 
washing which should include hot and cold 
water; 

(c) The prevention of overcrowding; 

(d) Sufficient and suitable lighting; 

(e) A standard of reasonable tempera- 
ture; 

(f) Effective and suitable methods of 
maintaining adequate ventilation; 

(g) Adequate and suitable accommoda- 
tion for clothing not worn by employees 
during working hours; 

(h) Ensuring that all offices should be 
kept clean; 

(i) An efficient means of escape in event 
of fire: 

(j) Adequate supplies of drinking water; 

(k) The maintenance of adequate and 
suitable first-aid equipment; 

(l) The regular inspection and mainten- 
ance of electrical equipment; 

(m) The fencing of dangerous parts of 
any machinery or equipment used in offices. 


The Government’s Case 


The Government’s case against the 
Bill was voiced by MR. DENNIS VOSPER, 
Joint Under Secretary, Home Office, who 
said that MPs were not in dispute about 
the aim, but about whether this should 
be achieved by legislation or whether 
by encouraging capital investment and 
high standards of working conditions 
they could achieve the objective more 
rapidly. 

The Government believed that a posi- 
tive approach to the problem was the 
redevelopment of the central areas of 
cities and towns in which most office 


accommodation was situated and it must 
be evident to all that it was proceeding 
apace at the present time. 

In London, for example, 21.5m. sq. ft. 
of new office building were completed 
between the end of the war and June, 
1959. Another 9m. sq. ft. had received 
planning permission. 

No precise figure had been collected 
about expenditure on office building but 
the Minister of Works estimated that 
about £45m. was spent in office building 
in Great Britain in 1955 and that this 
figure would rise to about £70m. in the 
current year. It must be clear to MPs 
that great changes had been taking place 
in office conditions in the last four or 
five years and, given another 10 years, he 
believed there would be few offices which 
did not measure up to the Gowers Com- 
mittee recommendations. It was very 
doubtful if legislation on the lines pro- 
posed could make it any quicker. 

Other changes in our way of life made 
the Gowers recommendations less 
applicable than 10 years ago. The 
Government were not anxious at this 
stage to codify standards which might 
retard this process of expansion, in which 
case the formal minimum of the Gowers 
standards might well become the maxi- 
mum. Given expansion he believed they 
could do better than the standards laid 
down in the report 10 years ago. The 
Government's policy had been to en- 
courage all those elements which would 
contribute towards higher standards. 

If the House was of the opinion that 
it wished to proceed with this legislation 
a very different Bill would be needed. 
It was the Government’s intention and 
desire that encouragement should be 
given to investment in redeveloping office 
premises in the belief that this was the 
best way of solving the problem. Never- 
theless there were those who considered 
there remained a need for further action. 

Since the Gowers Committee com- 
pleted their work there was little specific 
evidence about conditions in offices 
generally. Further up-to-date informa- 
tion was required and the Government 
proposed to ask selected local authorities 
to report on the situation.as they saw it 
today. This inquiry would be instituted 
as quickly as possible. 


Hospital Building 


MR. PEYTON asked the Minister of Heaith 
on December 14, if, in view of the desire 
of regional hospital boards to plan their 
building programmes in such a way as 
to eliminate avoidable delay, he would 
make an early statement concerning the 
centrally-financed projects which would 
be commenced during the next three 
financial years. 

MR. WALKER-SMITH.— Hospital boards 
have already been asked to plan all the 
major schemes that are likely to be 
started in the next three years.’ 

MR. PEYTON. — Does the Minister 
appreciate that this uncertainty about 
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what they can spend and when they can 
spend it is a source of great difficulty to 
regional hospital boards? Will the 
Minister do his best to produce some 
really long-term planning? The initiative 
should come from him. 

MR, WALKER-SMITH.—We are doing our 
best in this direction. Hospital boards 
have been told the total capital alloca- 
tion in the next financial year, £25.5m., 
and the one following, of £31m. We have 
large projects to the ultimate value of 
nearly £40m. which are expected to start 
in the next two years and we have also 
got schemes which the boards have been 
asked to plan, on which work has not 
started, to the value of nearly £80m. | 
think the boards will find there is plenty 
of work to be going on with in the next 
three years. 

MRS. E, M. BRADDOCK.—The money 
might be there or available but the fact 
is there is an insufficient number of 
people in the architectural and planning 
departments of regional boards to be able 
to get anywhere near the estimate of 
spending the Minister has given. What 
steps are being taken to see that the 
departments who have to do the planning 
and architecture are built up with the 
personnel necessary to be able to get on 
with the jobs? 

MR. WALKER-SMITH.—I have this matter 
in mind. There is considerable pressure 
on the architectural skill of the country 
at the present time but we are doing 
what we can to help. In particular we 
have extended our own design urit at 
the Ministry in order that we can furnish 
the greatest help we can by way of design 
suggestions. 


The Housing Programme 


FOR THE SECOND WEEK in succession, the 
Opposition took their grievances about 
the current housing situation to the 
Prime Minister and on December 15 mr. 
FRANK ALLAUN asked Mr. Macmillan if 
he would undertake a personal tour of 
some of the industrial towns and cities to 
see the bad housing conditions ‘ in which 
millions of British families live.’ 

A Conservative MP, MR. MARTIN 
LINDSAY, objected to this phrase before 
the Prime Minister could answer. He 
said the question should not have been 
allowed for it contained an argument 
which could not be accepted on the 
Government side of the House and also 
contained an imputation. But the 
Speaker held the question was in order. 
It was, he said, an assertion of fact for 
which the member who put the question 
accepted responsibility. 

MR. MACMILLAN Said, amid loud cheers 
from his supporters: ‘I am glad to say 
that housing conditions in industrial areas 
have been materially improved in the last 
eight years. I am, of course, aware that 
a great deal still remains to be done. I 
have during my Premiership visited a 
a large number of industrial towns and 
cities in this country and I hope to con- 
tinue this practice.’ 

MR. ALLAUN: ‘ Would not such a visit 
show that thousands of families have 
been waiting 14 years and that in 1959 
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6m. households are without a bath? Most 
people cannot afford to buy their own 
house and their hopes are receding 
because local councils have been forced 
to halve their programmes since 1954 by 
the Government's high interest rates. 
Cheap housing loans are vital.’ 

MR. MACMILLAN Said there were a large 
number of questions of fact in that 
question which he could not accept. ‘It 
is surely common knowledge,’ he said, 
‘that by an enormous national effort a 
very great deal has been done in the hous- 
ing sphere, probably greater than in any 
other country in the world. We have a 
right to be proud of that. There are of 
course arguments about what would be 
the best method of concentrating our 
efforts now. I think that concentrating 
on the slum clearance programme is the 
right method. There have been only two 
serious slum clearance programmes in 
our history, both under Conservative 
Governments.’ 

MR. MANUEL said housing authorities 
were having to cut their programmes 
appreciably because of high interest rates 
and subsidy reduction and if the Prime 
Minister wanted to make a step forward 
in slum clearance he would need to get 
interest rates reduced and the subsidy 
restored. 

MR. MACMILLAN Said slum _ clearance 
programmes were covered by special sub- 
sidies for that purpose. 


Council House Building 


On the same day, MR. ALLAUN tackled 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government for an estimate of the num- 
ber of council houses likely to be com- 
pleted by December 31 this year com- 
pared with last year and with 1954, and 
if he would give the reason for the 
expected decline. 

MR. HENRY BROOKE wrote in reply: ‘ For 
England and Wales the numbers in 1954 
and 1958 were 199,642 and 113 146 res- 
pectivc!y. My estimate for 1959 is about 
100.000; the principal reason for the 
decline in completions this year being the 
restrictions on starts imposed towards the 
end of 1957 as part cf the Government’s 
successful effort to counter inflation. The 
number of starts in 1959 are showing a 
substantial increase over the previous 
year.’ 

MR. ALLAUN also asked the Minister to 
state approximately the number of house- 
holds without a fixed bath. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘ The best estimate 
I can make at present is that out of the 
14.5m. houses in England and Wales there 
are between three and four million with- 
out a fixed bath. A more up-to-date 
estimate will be possible when the results 
of the 1961 census become available.’ 


Other Business 


Progress in Development Areas 


MR. JAY asked the President of the 
Board of Trade on December 8, how 
many new Government-financed factory- 
building schemes, including extensions, 
and how many private schemes, had been 
approved in Development Areas in 1959; 
what were the corresponding figures for 


1958; and what was the volume of new 
employment involved in each year. 

MR. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, 
wrote in reply.—‘ Ninety-six Government- 
financed schemes have been approved so 
far this year and 207 private schemes 
received IDCs up to the end of October. 
Estimated new employment from these 
schemes is about 25,000. In the year 
1958, 46 Government-financed schemes 
and 253 private schemes were approved, 
estimated to provide about 20,000 new 
jobs.” 

He also stated that during 1959, 38 
projects by local authorities for clearing 
derelict sites in development areas had 
been approved for grant at an estimated 
cost of £210.000. No projects were 
approved in 1958. 


Factory Building in the South-East 


MR. JAY asked the President of the 
Board of Trade on December 8. what per- 
centage, measured by sq. ft., the total of 
new factory approvals in the London and 
South-Eastern Region was of total 
approvals in Great Britain in the first 10 
months of 1958 and 1959 respectively. 

MR. ERROL, Minister of State, wrote: 
“For schemes of over 5000 sq. ft., 21.5 
per cent in 1958 and 18.7 per cent in 
1959.’ 


Gravel-Winning Inquiry Requested 


Requests for the setting up of a 
committee to inquire into future gravel- 
winning in South Buckinghamshire and 
South-West Middlesex were put to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment on December 8. Two MPs wanted 
no new concessions or extensions granted 
until the committee had reported. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, wrote in reply that in con- 
sultation with the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries and Food, and the Minister 
of Works, Mr. Brooke was already 
investigating the future of gravel working 
in this area, and when full information 
was available the position would be dis- 
cussed with the local planning authorities 
concerned and the industry. ‘In these 
circumstances the Minister does not think 
it is appropriate to set up a committee. 
As each application must be decided on 
its merits Mr. Brooke cannot undertake 
to ensure that no new permissions are 
granted until these inquiries are com- 
pleted.’ 


Rebuilding of the Guards’ Chapel 


Asked when the Guards Chapel at 
Wellington Barracks, destroyed by enemy 
action in the war, was to be rebuilt, mr. 
SOAMES, Secretary of State for War, said, 
on December 9: ‘I hope that we shall 
be able to start building in 1961.’ 


War Office Consultation with RFAC 


MR. DRIBERG asked the Secretary of 
State for War, on December 10, what 
consultations took place between his 
department and the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission when major projects of building 
or reconstruction were being undertaken; 
and at what stage the Commission was 
consulted when the rebuilding of the 
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Royal Artillery Barracks, Woolwich, was 
being planned. 

MR. SOAMES wrote in reply: * We con- 
sult the Commission over a new building 
if its design is of artistic importance or a 
matter of public amenity. Plans for 
Woolwich barracks were shown to the 
Commission after they had been approved 
by the local authorities. Some changes 
in the scheme were made at the request 
of the Commission who then agreed to 
our proceeding.’ 


Noise Abatement 

MR. NABARRO asked the Minister of 
Health, as representing the Minister for 
Science, on December 14, whether he 
would establish a committee, analogous 
to the Beaver Committee which led to the 
clean air legislation of 1956, to inquire 
into all sources of noise, including steam 
hammers, pile-driving, pneumatic drills. 
and uninsulated industrial machine-shops, 
and to make legislative recommendations. 

MR. WALKER-SMITH.—The Government 
have decided to set up a committee to 
examine the nature, sources and effects of 
the problem of noise and to advise what 
further measures can be taken to mitigate 
it. The membership will be announced 
later. 


Defects in Cooling Tower 

MR. SNOW asked the Minister of Power 
on December 14 whether he was aware of 
the fault which had developed in a cool- 
ing tower of novel design at present being 
constructed by the Central Electricity 
Generating Board under the capital 
development plan, and the consequent 
reconstruction involved; and what special 
provision he made for the possibility of 
frustrated expenditure when giving capi- 
tal sanction to projects of this nature. 

MR. RICHARD WOOD wrote in reply: 
‘The major construction projects of the 
Central Electricity Generating Board are 
carried out by contracting fi-ms which 
are responsible, under the normal con- 
tractual arrangements, for correcting 
faults such as the one to which my atten- 
tion has been drawn. No special pro- 
vision is needed, therefore, in the Board's 
capital investment programme.’ 


Closing of Brickyards 

MR. SYMONDS asked 
Works on December 15, what was the 
number of brickyards closed up to 
December, 1958; and how many of these 
had been restarted up to October 31, 
1959. 

LORD JOHN HOPE wrote: ‘210 brick- 
works are recorded as having ceased pro- 
duction between 1951 and 1958. Many of 
these had exhausted their clay reserves 
and had gone out of business, some were 
inactive, some of the others have turned 
over to other clay products and three are 
known to have restarted brickmaking this 
year.’

the fact that Euston Station was the first 
railway station ever built in any capital 
city and was included in the statutory 
list of buildings of historic interest. 

MR. BROOKE in a written reply, stated: 
‘These buildings being on the statutory 
list, two months’ notice of any proposal 
to demolish them must be formally given 
to the London County Council, who must 
forthwith inform me. I understand that 
no such notice has been received by the 
council. If it should be received, both 
the council and I will have an opportunity 
of considering whether to intervene.’ 


Planning Appeals Procedure 


MR. ABSE asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, on December 15, 
to direct his inspectors to exclude hearsay 
evidence in planning appeals and conduct 
such appeals as far as may be practicable 
with an observance of the rules of evi- 
dence now prevailing in civil courts. 

MR. BROOKS wrote: ‘ The object of a 
planning inquiry is to bring out all the 
information necessary to enable me to 
reach a decision. The present procedure 
is designed to achieve this object with- 
out unnecessary expenditure of time and 
money by the parties. Adoption of Mr. 
Abse’s proposal would make it difficult 
for appellants and other interested 
persons to present their case without in- 
curring the expense of legal representa- 
tion, and might lead to the exclusion of 
useful information on purely ‘technical 
grounds. I would invite attention to the 
conclusion of the Franks Committee that 
at these inquiries strict rules of evidence 
were not required.’ . 

MR. ABSE also asked whether it was 
with the Minister’s approval. that, after 
the close of publicly conducted planning 
appeals in Wales, planning authorities, 
without the consent of the appellant, were 
subsequently permitted to make private 
written representation to the inspector of 
the Minister. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘My _ inspector 
makes his report to me on the basis of 
what takes place at the public inquiry. 
But I cannot stop anyone from making 
representations to me at any time. If, 
after the inquiry, I receive representations 
from one side raising a fresh point which 
might be relevant to my decision, it is my 


invariable practice to give the other side . 


an opportunity of seeing and commenting 
on these representations before I reach 
a decision. Should it seem necessary I 
would reopen the inquiry.’ 

MR. PEYTON asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on December 
15 what changes he contemplated in the 
appeals procedure under the Town and 
Country Planning Acts, with particular 
regard to awards of costs. 

MR. BROOKE wrote in reply: ‘ The Lord 
Chancellor, with whom I have been in 
consultation on this question of costs, 
intends to refer it to the.Council on 
Tribunals.’ 


Planning Applications 


MR. GRESHAM COOKE asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
December 15 what steps he would take 
t» make it easier for members of the 
public likely to be affected, to become 


aware of planning and development 
applications before decisions on them 
were reached. 

MR. BROOKE wrote in reply: ‘I agree 
that there are some planning applications 
of such wide interest that the general 
public should be aware of them before 
a decision is taken. But it is exteremely 
hard to find a form of words that would 
define these, and I am anxious to avoid 
introducing further complication into 
planning procedures which would add to 
delays and difficulties. I am considering 
the whole question.’ 


New Airways Buildings 


The Air Corporations Bill to increase 
the borrowing powers of BOAC and BEA 
was given a second reading on December 
15. MR. GEOFFREY RIPPON, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Aviation, said that 
while a very high percentage of expendi- 
ture up to the end of 1963-64 would be on 
aircraft, BOAC would also have to spend 
a considerable amount on buildings and 
premises. At the moment the corporation 
had in hand plans for work on the 
Victoria Air Terminal, the central air- 
crew training establishment at London 
Airport and the engineering component 
test house at London Airport. Besides 
these items there was the continuous flow 
of minor works. BEA was extending its 
engineering base at London Airport and 
proposed to undertake further wort at 
the London Air Terminal in Cromwell- 
road and to provide a training centre at 
Heston. 


Road Building Schemes in Cities 


MR. PARGITER asked the Minister of 
Transport which major cities, other than 
London and Birmingham had, in response 
to his request, provided information on 
the schemes they would like to carry out 
over the next five or six yéars; and what 
was the total expenditure envisaged in 
each case. 

MR. MARPLES wrote in reply: ‘I have so 
far received replies from nine large cities 
in addition to London and Birmingham. 
The schemes they would like to be 
authorised would cost about £37m. I 
cannot yet say what the outcome will be. 
Details are: 
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MR. ERIC JOHNSON asked what progress 
had been made with the Hyde Park road 
scheme, and especially with the under- 
pass at Hyde Park Corner. 

MR. MARPLES wrote in reply: ‘I under- 
stand that the preliminary works, con- 
sisting of the diversion of the compli- 
cated system of sewers, pipes and cables 
at Hyde Park Corner are nearly complete. 
The LCC have now invited tenders for

the main works, including the under-pass, 
with the intention of starting work early 
in the new year.’ 


BTC and RFAC 


MR. DRIBERG asked the Minister of 
Transport on December 16 if he would 
give a general direction to the British 
Trans»ort Commission that before major 
works of modernisation were undertaken 
at British Railways hotels, the plans were 
to be submitted to the Royal Fine Art 
Commission. 

MR. MARPLES wrote in reply: No. The 
Commission seek planning permission for 
new buildings in accordance with the 
requirements of the Town and Country 
Planning Act. Where it is considered 
desirable, having regard to the position 
and importance of the proposed building, 
either the local authority from which per 
mission is sought would consult the 
Royal Fine Art Commission, or the 
British Transport Commission would do 
so themselves.” 

MR. CYRIL OSBORNE asked what general 
directions had been given to the British 
Transport Commission with regard to the 
development of urban sites, in view of the 
potential profitability of such develop- 
ment. 

MR. MARPLES wrote: None. 


Points from Replies 


“I have decided that No. 5 runway at 
London Airport shall be extended from 
9,576 ft. to 11,000 ft. The work is due 
to be completed in 1961.’ (Minister of 
Aviation, December 7.) 

‘No date has yet been fixed for the 
commencement of the next stage of 
Crawley Hospital.’ (Minister of Health, 
December 7.) 

‘I have issued local consents to local 
authorities for the purposes of the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition. Act and similar 
provisions in the Housing Acts as follows: 
1956-57, £63.8m; 1957-58, £49.8m; 1958- 
59, £46m; 1959-60 (first eight months), 
£37.6m. (Minister of Housing, December 
7.) 

‘Sketch plans for a new out-patients’ 
department at Selly Oak Hospital, Birm 
ingham, have been approved and the 
regional board were authorised in Octo- 
ber, 1959, to prepare working drawings 
and bills of quantities. I cannot yet say 
when building work will commence.’ 
(Ministry of Health, December 7.) 

“The survey of private streets will 
cover the whole country and where any 
district has special problems these will be 
noted.’ (Ministry of Housing, December 
8) 

‘TL have received various representations 
asking for the introduction of capital 
allowances for commercial buildings and 
have promised to consider them.’ (Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, December 8.) 

‘I understand that the Royal Commis- 
sion on London Government hope that 
their report will be available by next 
August.’ (Minister of Housing, December 
15.) 

‘0.4 per cent of national income will 
be devoted to new roads and major 
improvements during the current financial 
year.’ (Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
December 15.) 





‘Block Release’ Training 
Successful Experiment at Erith 


From a Correspondent 


IT IS NOT OFTEN a scheme is claimed as 
one hundred per cent successful but cer- 
tainly those responsible for the ‘ block- 
release’ system of training craft appren- 
tices at Erith appear to consider they 
have achieved just this. Full marks to all 
those concerned for the courage in ques- 
tioning existing well-tried methods of 
normal part-time day release, but before 
these are completely rejected, further 
thought may well be given to the follow- 
ing points: 

(a) Education at the moment progresses 
with the age and experience of the 
st cent. He is growing up and gaining 
industrial knowledge which can be dis- 
cussed weekly with his lecturers. During 
the second period of block-release the 
practical work devised for the students 
appeared to have proved too difficult but 
the result with the same students may 
have been more satisfactory after an 
equal number of one-day-week classes. 

(b) Educational authorities may have to 
reconsider existing service conditions of 
full-time lecturers in technical colleges 


since block-release may not be able to 
ofter continuous employment in classes, 
especially in some of the poorly supported 
crafts such as brickwork, plastering and 
painting. 

(c) The present craft indentures call for 
attendance on the part of apprentices on 
one day and two evenings a week and 
most technical colleges show a time-table 
covering these periods. According to the 
report, Erith had previously arranged its 
part-time day time-table on one day and 
only one evening each week. In its block- 
release proposals, however, the time-table 
shows block-release practically equiva- 
lent to one day a week and, in addition, 
two evenings each week. Bearing in mind 
the excellent priming the _ students 
received about the experiment, cannot 
some of their success be also attributed to 
extra instructional time given? 


Difficulty of Comparison 


It is difficult to compare examination 
results unless the same students can be 
trained under both systems. There is no 


Building in the City 


Court of Common Council to 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL, at their 
meeting on December 17, approved a pro- 
posal to pay for a £300,000 roof car park 
for 525 cars over Cannon-street station 
when it is reconstructed. The Streets 
Committee, in their report, stated that 
the British Transport Commission had 
decided not to proceed with the construc- 
tion of the station’s new roof in a way 
enabling cars to be parked there, and that 
they had investigated the possibility of 
the Corporation undertaking responsi- 
bility for the development. 

The Committee asked for approval in 
principle of an arrangement under which 
the Commission would construct the car 
park, which would also have a possible 
future use as a helicopter station, and 
would grant the Corporation a long-term 
lease of the accommodation. The Cor- 
poration would reimburse the Commis- 
sion ‘the extra cost of providing such 
accommodation over that of providing a 
roof for railway purposes only,’ and 
would pay the Commission a percentage 
of gross profits. The Corporation would 
be responsible for maintenance, and the 
total cost to them was estimated at 
£300,000. Annual costs were estimated at 
£34,000 and annual income on a full use 
basis at £46,500. 

MR. D. G. MILLS, chairman of the Streets 
Committee, said that schemes would be 
submitted to the Council early next year 
proposing ever-widening restrictions on 
parking in areas of the City. Earlier, mr. 
H. E. DE COURCY HOWARD had asked Mr. 
Mills whether he would arrange to 
include the firm of Alderton Construction 
Co. on the approved list for tendering for 
the construction of flyovers and under- 


pay for station roof car park 


passes in the city. MR. MILLS replied that 
no list of contractors for construction of 
flyovers and underpasses had yet been 
considered by his committee, and the 
City Engineer was the ‘appropriate 
channel of communication.’ 

MR. HOWARD, in a supplementary ques- 
tion, asked Mr. Mills to bear in mind that 
those in the City liked people who had 
the courage to say what they thought. 
Would Mr. Mills give an undertaking not 
to enter into any arrangement with the 
Ministry of Transport or the LCC to 
penalise the company because of the out- 
spokenness of its chairman? MR. MILLS 
said that there would never be a ques- 
tion of any firm being penalised. 

On the Housing Committee report 
dealing with a recommendation to erect 
an initial block of 24 flats and 16 garages 
at a cost not exceeding £85,000, mr. 
DOUGLAS YOUNG pointed out that it was 
recommended that Messrs. McMorran 
and Whitby be appointed architects at 
fees in accordance with the scale laid 
down by the RIBA. ‘I am fully in agree- 
ment with such an appointment, but I feel 
that the terms of appointment are indefi- 
nite and vague,’ he added. He then 
moved an amendment that the ‘ architects 
be asked to define the terms upon which 
they do accept the appointment, stating 
the percentage by which their fees will 
be reduced upon the costs of services 
where other consultants are retained.’ 
The amendment was carried. 


Drawings Approved 


The Council approved drawings, in sub- 
stitution for those previously approved, 
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doubt the students are blossoming under 
the searchlight of publicity given them 
during the trial periods, but it may well 
be incorrect to assume that block-release 
is the perfect answer to educational prob 
lems in the building industry. 


If the student has the will and incen- 
tive to learn, nothing need prevent him 
from attaining high qualifications under 
present arrangements. The new block 
release could easily fail if the continuity 
afforded by evening class attendance is 
neglected either by lack of enthusiasm on 
the part of students or by employers 
believing they have played a sufficient 
part by allowing attendance at the day 
block-release classes, and then employing 
apprentices on contracts where evening 
attendance may prove too difficult and 
also cause loss of bonus, etc., to appren- 
tices. This latter point may well raise 
the question of advisability of paying 
bonuses, etc., until an apprentice has 
become properly qualified, even if it 
entails shortening somewhat the present 
apprenticeship so as to allow an appren- 
tice to concentrate on learning during his 
earlier years in the industry. 


These points appear in the Erith report 
but unfortunately without solutions being 
offered.

Road Construction 
Techniques 


Research into New Methods and 
Materials 


FIVE LINES of research are being given 
special emphasis at the road research 
laboratory of the DSIR. The relation 
between the benefits from road improve- 
ments and their cost; the study of means 
of avoiding slipperiness in road surfaces; 
and the problems of pavement design are 
among the subjects discussed in ‘ Road 
Research, 1958,’ published on December 
14 (HMSO, price 5s. 6d.). 

Attention is drawn to the shortage of 
traffic engineers qualified to assist in 
planning the road programme. The 
extension of post-graduate schools in 
highway engineering at universities are 
commended and it is stated that these 
and other activities should be extended. 
The increasing importance rate of trunk 
and motor-road construction has stressed 
the importance of reinforcing the experi- 
ence of the highway engineer with scien- 
tifically-based methods of equating the 
soil foundation and the traffic to be 
carried with the thickness of the road 
structure. The full-scale road experi- 
ments being carried out by the laboratory 
are being supplemented by the measure- 
ment of traffic stresses communicated 
through the road to the soil foundations. 

As a guide to the engineer to help him 
in the selection of plant for compacting 
road foundations and embankments, 
without the fear of further settlement 
after the construction of the road, the 
laboratory has issued a technical paper 
describing investigations with pneumatic- 
tyred rollers. 

In a section on road surfaces, the DSIR 
state that in dense asphalt surfacings a 
certain degree of hardening cf the sur- 
face binder film helps the surface to 
remain non-skid. This hardening effect 
can be achieved by using mixed binders 
of coal-tar pitch and a straight-run bitu- 
men; stable mixtures containing up to 35 
per cent of pitch can be made by using 
an orifice-type machine.

Chimney Downdraught 


QUESTION: For some time I have 
suffered from a downdraught from my 
living-room chimney. The stack is con- 
structed on a flat roof at the rear of the 
house and the top of the chimney in 
question is approximately 12 ft. below the 
level of the ridge of the main roof. | 
fitted a patent pot which failed to stop 
the trouble and at present I am using 
an ‘improved step’ without any marked 
improvement. The trouble occurs only 
during a south-westerly gale. Can you 
offer me any advice? 

A. J. J. 

ANSWER: The exact position of the 
house has not been stated, neither has 
the distance between the front ridge and 
the chimney. These points might have 
some bearing on the trouble. If the 
chimney is on the opposite side of the 
house to the prevailing wind then the 
current of air is swept upwards by the 
roof slope, after which it would curl 
downwards farther on. If the chimney 
is some distance from the ridge it might 
be subjected to the downward current, 
but closer to the ridge would not be 
affected. The patent pot, which is a 
louvred unit, would not prevent this type 
of downdraught, but one of the other 
types of cowl which are covered on the 
top allowing smoke to come out of the 
sides, would be more effective. It must 
also be realised that where the current 
of wind is pressing on a building it 
creates suction on the opposite face, 
causing a partial vacuum to form on the 
lee side and generally within. The 
chimney is then perhaps the only means 
by which air can be drawn in to fill the 
vacuum and the smoke from the fire is 
therefore drawn into the room instead of 
going up the chimney. 

Some kind of ventilation to the living 
room is required in this case. The circu- 
lar ‘ hit-and-miss’ glass ventilator which 
could be fixed to a window on the side 
of the house is quite neat and has been 
found effective. but any ventilator to the 
room in a position not affected by the 
suction will suffice.

Tuck Pointing 


QUESTION: I would like to have some 
information on tuck pointing. What are 
the various mixes required and where is 
it possible to purchase the necessary 
tools? 
A.W. 

ANSWER: The tools required for * tuck 
pointing” are those used for ordinary 
pointing, e.g., feather edged pointing rule, 
hawk, frenchman and trowels, plus two 
* jointing tools,’ 2} in. and 4 or 5 in. long, 
and } in. or * in. wide. The work should 
be raked out to a depth of j in. and 
the faces of the bricks brushed and 
thoroughly cleaned to reveal their natural 
colour. A coloured stopping to match 
the brickwork is then applied to all joints 
flush with the faces and rubbed over to 
obtain a similar texture. 


While the stopping is green, the joints 
for the tuck pointing can be marked out 
and recessed for about 4 in. in the stop- 
ping, using the jointing tool with the 
pointing rule as a guide. This gives a key 
for the pointing mortar. A gauge rod can 
be marked out for the horizontal joints, 
and the bond can be set out on a batten 
for the perpends, which should be plumb 
from top to bottom of the building. The 
stopping is made from a 1: 1:6 mortar 
(cement, lime and sand) to which one of 
the proprietary brand coloured cements is 
added. The mix may require two or more 
colours to get the required tint and white 
cement may be required instead of grey 
Portland. Trial mixes should be made 
and allowed to dry out before the final 
decision is made. 

When the brickwork is very stained or 
multi-coloured it is best to well clean and 
wet the wall and stop up all the joints 
with an average coloured mortar, leaving 
a texture similar to the brick. Mark out 
the joints as before, and when set, cover 
the whole face with a cement wash. 

The mortar for tuck pointing can be 
neat white cement. Some silver sand 
may be added but a rough surface and 
edging is likely to be obtained. A little 
white lime can be added to the cement 
to make it easy to work. Black pointing 
is obtained by the addition of some 
vegetable black pigment to ordinary 
Portland cement. The pointing mortar is 
knocked up and laid on the pointing rule 
in a pat; the pointing rule is laid along the 
edge of the marked joints and the mor- 
tar taken off with the jointer and laid in 
the joints to stand out about ;'; in. The 
edges of the joints are then cut off on 
both sides with the frenchman.

Hard Bricks and Waterproofing 


QUESTION: In 1958 a garage with 44 in. 
walls and a pitched roof was constructed. 
Against one gable-end a fuel bunker was 
built with a sloping top of concrete re- 
cessed into the wall. During the follow- 
ing winter, wind-driven rain went right 
through this wall (which faces due south- 
west) to such an extent that it collected 
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on the floor of the garage. The brick is 
a hard one and I presume that the water 
came through the joints. 


In the spring of 1959 the whole garage 
exterior was painted with a waterproof 
paint with four coats on the wall in ques- 
tion. This has made a big difference, but 
wind-driven rain still gets through and 
runs down the wall inside the garage to 
the floor. It also gets in where the con- 
crete bunker top is recessed into the wall 
and runs down the inside of the bunker 
and wets the fuel. This concrete top 
was given three coats of a sealer during 
the summer and particular attention was 
paid to the point where the concrete was 
recessed into the brickwork.  H. J. Y. 


ANSWER: When hard bricks are used 
there is always a tendency for the jointing 
mortar to shrink away as the setting and 
hardening takes place, and this leaves 
hair cracks which act as capillary 
channels to convey the water across the 
wall. The treatment given appears to be 
adequate, but either the cracks previously 
mentioned were not completely sealed or 
the new paint has crazed and cracked, 
allowing water to get behind the paint. 

The joint between the bunker top and 
the garage wall is a weak spot for the 
entrance of water, and although it could 
have been taken care of during con- 
struction, the best remedy now is to fix 
an apron flashing of lead, copper, zinc or 
bitumastic felt. This should be tucked 
3 in. into a joint 3 in. to 6 in. above the 
bunker top and dressed down the face 
of the wall and about 4 in. on to the 
bunker roof slope. A plumber’s tack, dot 
or similar fixing can be used for securing 
down on to the bunker top; the top joint 
should be securely pointed in. 

A waterproof rendering, rough casting 
or shingle dashing properly applied would 
secure the wall, but this may not con- 
form to the appearance of the rest of the 
house. It could, of course, be tile hung 
with similar tiles to those on the roof. 
As a temporary measure, one of the pro- 
prietary brands of colourless water repel 
lant silicates or silicones, which can be 
obtained from any builders’ merchant, 
may suffice. These should be thoroughly 
brushed into the wall face in two or three 
coats. R. M. E. 


Birmingham Housing Trends 


Emphasis on Flats and Maisonettes

or maisonettes. Only 351 of the target 
figure will be houses or bungalows. 
Almost half of the dwellings in the build- 
ing programme will be in blocks of 
between six and 16 storeys in height. 
Giving details of the plans on Saturday, 
December 12, ALD. A. F. BRADBEER, a mem- 
ber of the house building committee, said 
that although the Birmingham Corpora- 
tion had not yet been hard hit by the 
brick shortage throughout the country, 
contracts had been slowed down. 


Ald. Bradbeer said that of the 2,515 
total, there will be 343 one-bedroom 
types; 1,106 two-bedroom; 172 three- 
bedroom for four people; 803 three-bed- 
room for five people; 80 four-bedroom 
and six five-bedroom. There will be 33 
bungalows, 318 two-storey dwellings; 199 
in three storey blocks, 684 in four storeys; 
96 in six storeys; 354 in eight storeys: 
429 in nine storeys; 138 in twelve storeys; 
83 in 14 storeys and 181 in 16-storey 
blocks.
